Before Dickens died after suffering a 
stroke, he gave his friend and biographer 
John Forster a brief outline of the story, for 
which a number of writers have tried to 
supply an ending. 


Piano mystery! 

A 16 -year-old looking to beef up his college 
application says he’s responsible for the grand 
piano that mysteriously showed up on a sand- 
bar in Miami’s Biscayne Bay 

The Miami Herald reports that Nicholas 
Harrington— son of “Burn Notice” produc- 
tion designer J. Mark Harrington— planned 
to make a promotional video using the piano. 

The plan went awry on New ^ar’s Eve 
when partygoers lowered it into a canal and 
set it on fire. The next day the family placed 


The mass deaths of thousands of red- 
winged blackbirds in Arkansas was caused 
by “blunt force trauma,” according to a 
new report by the Arkansas Game and 
Fish Commission. 

Laboratory tests were conducted on 
13 of the birds that were part of the group 
that flew into buildings and died in a 
neighborhood in Beebe, Ark., 40 miles 
northeast of Little Rock. 

“The tests ruled out bacteria, viruses, 
heavy metals, pesticides and avicides 
{chemicals used to kill birds] as causes of 
death,” the commission said in a state- 
ment. 

These results confirmed preliminary 
tests that were conducted after the inci- 
dent. The tests revealed hemorrhaging 
“consistent with blunt trauma,” according 
to the report released Wednesday

Weeks later, he, his father, and two of 
his friends decided to place it out on the sand- 
bar. 

Authorities have no immediate plans to 
charge the teenager. Luis Espinoza, spokes- 
man for Miami-Dade County’s Department 
of Environmental Resources Alanagement, 
said his agency is hoping to coordinate with 
the family to have the piano removed. 

“We’re trying to work with them, contact 
them and ask them to please go out there and 
do the right thing,” Espinoza said.

We can do better 
than civil unions 

Ever since I first heard Beyonce’s “Single Ladies (Put a Ring on 
It)” in fall 2008, IVe been scouting out the perfect rings and plan- 
ning my dream wedding— even if it meant unleashing my inner 
Groomzilla from time to time. 

Now that experience is closer than ever for same-sex couples in 
Illinois. 

At a historic ceremony Monday in Chicago, Gov Quinn will sign 
a measure that allows gays and lesbians to enter into civil unions, 
beginning June i. 

^u would think this law comes at the perfect time for my part- 
ner and me. It doesn’t. Instead, we are planning to get married— ac- 
tually married!— later this year in California. (Although California’s 
Proposition 8 ban on same-sex marriage is in effect as the courts 
weigh its constitutionality, we are confident it soon will be struck 
down.) 

Sure, we could stay in Illinois and save money on airfare, hotel 
rooms and an elaborate out-of-town reception, but we simply don’t 
want to settle for a civil union. Even if our marriage is not recog- 
nized by the state when we return to Illinois, we still will have a 
bona fide marriage certificate— and that piece of paper is important. 

For anyone who thinks marriages and civil unions are the same, 
let me assure you they are not. Marriage is a legal status, which 
comes with rights and responsibilities that are recognized across 
cultures, coxmtries and religions. Civil unions offer some of the same 
rights and responsibilities of marriage, but only on a state level. 

I certainly acknowledge that civil unions afford same-sex couples 
(and straight couples who choose to go this route) some important 
rights, including the ability to visit a partner in the hospital, make 
medical decisions and dispose of a loved one’s remains. It’s a great 
step in the gay rights movement, but it’s not enough. I want ALL of 
the rights, including seemingly boring ones such as the ability to file 
taxes jointly 

Call me greedy but I just don’t want a bullet-point version of 
what I can and can’t do in my state-recognized relationship with my 
partner of five years. When I hear the words “civil union,” I hear 
a conditional agreement with physical boundaries. Where is the 
romance in that? 

Although I will attend Quinn’s signing event Monday— it truly is 
a historic moment for the LGBT community— I’m not prepared to 
profess my undying commitment to the man I love only to com- 
promise and accept a watered-down list of rights afforded to my 
straight counterparts. 

So, as soon as Prop 8 is ruled unconstitutional, we are off to Cali. 

I already know how I will update my Facebook status as soon as 
we get hitched: “Lenox Magee is married, bitches!”

CHICAGO’S FOUR 
LEADING MAYORAL 
CANDIDATES DUKE IT 
OUT IN TV DEBATE

The first live tele- 
vised debate of the 
Chicago mayor’s 
race focused on 
ethics and taxes as 
candidates pitched 
themselves as the 
best option to sat- 
isfy voters who’ve 
grown weary of 
corruption scandals 
and paying more for 
city government. 

Although the ex- 
change came just 
two hours after the 
Illinois Supreme 
Court kept Rahm 
Emanuel on the bal- 
lot Thursday it was 
as if the protracted 
controversy over his 
residency had never 
happened. 

The weeks-long 
legal drama wasn’t 
much more than a 
speed bump dur- 
ing the hour-long 
exchange co-spon- 
sored by the Chica- 
go Tribune and the 
City Club of Chicago 
and broadcast on WGN-TV 

“I do think that what’s facing the city is a 
real debate, not about my residency, but about 
what the residents of the city of Chicago care 
about, which is the challenges on our schools 
and making sure they are strong, the streets 
are safe and our economic finances are ones 
that we can attract the businesses,” Emanuel 
said during the debate. 

With the legal cloud over the mayoral 
ballot lifted by the courts, former U.S. Sen. 
Carol Moseley Braun was the clear aggressor. 
Though she had loudly questioned the legal- 
ity of Emanuel’s residency Braun said during 
the debate that as a lawyer that she accepted 


the state Supreme Court’s judgment. “Em 
talking about the issues that affect real Chica- 
goans and the ruling today doesn’t affect that 
one way or the other,” she said. 

Instead, Braun used the debate to attack 
Emanuel, a former top Clinton White House 
strategist and President Obama’s former 
chief of staff, and Daley administration trou- 
bleshooter Gery Chico for having gone “from 
one government appointment to another” 
that helped them to profit as private citizens. 

“There’s a difference to public service when 
it is for the benefit of the public versus public 
service when it inures to the benefit of your 
own private pocketbook,” said Braun, who 
was awarded an ambassadorship to New Zea- 
land by President Clinton following her re- 
election loss for the Senate. 

Chico, who also did stints as head of the 
Chicago Board of Education, the Chicago 


Park District and the City Colleges of Chi- 
cago, said each time he was asked to serve, “I 
stepped up, and never has there been a sug- 
gestion that I did everything but pursue the 
public interest in each of those jobs.” 

Braun defended her ability to handle the 
city’s finances despite the troubled finances 
of her organic food company and being late 
paying property taxes on her Hyde Park home 
five of the past six times. “I was creating jobs 
in the inner city with an organic triple-bot- 
tom-line company at the height of the reces- 
sion,” she said. She noted she was not the only 
one to pay property taxes late. Emanuel ac- 
knowledged his property taxes were paid late 
once after he moved to Washington in 2009 
to join the Obama administration. 

Chico, Braun and City Clerk Miguel del 
Valle each sought to shake voter confidence 
in the front-runner as they try to position 


themselves to keep Emanuel from getting 
the 50 percent-plus-one on Eeb. 22 that would 
end the contest and eliminate the need for an 
April 5 runoff among the top two vote-getters. 

Emanuel had established himself as the 
clear front-runner in a Tribune AVGN poll 
conducted Jan. 15-19 that showed him with 
the support of 44 percent of city voters, com- 
pared with 21 percent for Braun, 16 percent 
for Chico and 7 percent for del Valle. Another 
9 percent of voters were undecided. 

Del Valle, who has raised the least amount 
of campaign cash among major contenders, 
criticized the multimillion-dollar campaigns 
of Emanuel and Chico. “We’ve added pay-to- 
influence— influence the decisions that are 
going to be made at City Hall.” 

“If {voters} want a mayor beholden to spe- 
cial interests and big money I’m not their 
guy” del Valle said.

Two candidates, 
Patricia Van 
Pelt-Watkins and

bate, said Tribune 
Editor Gerould 
Kern.

Emanuel 
back on 
ballot

The ballot roller coaster for Rahm Emanuel finally stopped 
Thursday with the former White House chief of staff very 
much in the race for mayor and the Illinois Supreme Court 
emphatically rejecting a contentious challenge to his Chi- 
cago residency 

Within minutes of the high court ruling, Emanuel was 
back shaking hands with voters, taking a congratulatory call 
from his old boss. President Obama, and working to recap- 
ture an aura of invincibility he had tried hard to project until 
an appellate court ruling threatened to boot him from the 
Eeb. 22 contest. 

The debate over whether Emanuel was qualified to run 
began the moment he resigned his Washington post and re- 
turned to Chicago in September, only to find the tenant in 
his Lakeview house was unwilling to let him move back in. It 
ended in a flurry of legal activity this week that rendered the 
episode all but meaningless. 

But the months-long legal fight did serve to lavish free 
publicity on a candidacy that needed no extra help, given 
Emanuel’s huge lead in fundraising and his two-to-one edge 
over the next closest rival in a recent Tribune A)C^GN-TV 
poll. 

“The voters deserved the right to make the choice of who 
should be mayor. And I think what the Supreme Court said 
was basically in short, that the voters will make the decision 


who should be mayor,” Emanuel said after slapping backs 
and shaking hands with commuters at the Clark and Lake “E’ 
stop near his downtown headquarters. 

The abrupt end to the legal challenge came two hours be- 
fore the first live televised debate between Emanuel and the 
three other major candidates vying to replace retiring Mayor 
Daley: City Clerk Miguel del Valle, former U.S. Sen. Carol 
Moseley Braun and Gery Chico, a former top Daley aide and 
Chicago schools chief Indeed, the residency controversy 
was the first question that came up at the debate, sponsored 
by the Tribune and The City Club. 

Chico, for one, appeared to nod to that reality after Thurs- 
day’s ruling. “Emanuel’s residency drama has made this elec- 
tion into a circus instead of a serious debate about the future 
of Chicago,” Chico said in a statement. “With less than 30 
days to go until election day there is no time to waste. Game 
on.” 

The residency challenge was spearheaded by Chicago 
attorney Burt Odelson, who declined comment following 
the ruling. Odelson’s case centered around the decision by 
Emanuel, a North Side congressman until late 2008, to rent 
his home when he left for Washington to serve as a top aide 
to President Obama. 

City law says mayoral candidates must reside in Chicago 
for at least one year prior to the election and Emanuel didn’t 
return until September.

The police pension board ruled Thursday to allow former Chicago police Cmdr. Jon Burge to keep his $3,039.03 monthly pension, jose m. osorio/tribune 


BOARD: BURGE 
TO KEEP PENSION

Former Chicago police Cmdr. Jon Burge will con- 
tinue receiving his pension despite being convict- 
ed of lying about alleged torture of criminal sus- 
pects, the police pension board ruled Thursday: 

Four of the eight board members voted to al- 
low Burge to keep his pension of $3,039.03 per 
month, saying his conviction was not directly re- 
lated to his job as a police officer. Five votes were 
needed to eliminate Burge’s pension. 

The four board members who voted for Burge 
to keep his pension are current or former offi- 
cers elected by Chicago police: Kenneth Hauser, 
Michael Lazzaro, James Maloney and Michael 
Shields. The four who voted against Burge were 
appointed by Mayor Daley 

Hauser, president of the pension board, said 
Burge’s federal conviction “had nothing to do 


with things he did when he was on the job. He 
was retired 10 years when they convicted him. ... 
It wasn’t on charges of what he did when he was 
a police officer. It was on a lie that he made in 
front of a civil jury” 

Shields added, “This question all comes down 
to one issue: Did Jon Burge have any law en- 
forcement duties when he was accused of this 
perjury? In 2003, he did not.” 

Burge was convicted of perjury and ob- 
struction of justice. Though he wasn’t directly 
charged with torture, prosecutors had to prove 
those allegations to substantiate the charges. 

Thomas J. Pleines, general counsel for the Fra- 
ternal Order of Police who represented Burge, 
insisted the ruling was “the right one.” 

“The board members followed the law, and 
we’re very grateful that Jon Burge will retain his 


pension benefits,” he said. 

But Flint Taylor, an attorney who has repre- 
sented several of Burge’s alleged victims, called 
the decision outrageous. 

“To say that he should still be paid is mind 
boggling,” Taylor said. “It is a total slap in the 
face to the entire city and particularly the Afri- 
can-American community” 

Burge was long suspected of torturing men 
into false confessions and was fired from the Po- 
lice Department in 1993 over the alleged torture 
of convicted cop killer Andrew Wilson. He be- 
gan collecting his pension about four years later. 

In 2008, the U.S. attorney’s office brought 
perjury and obstruction charges against Burge 
for denying the abuse in a 2003 civil lawsuit. A 
federal jury convicted him in June of lying under 
oath about the abuse.

Doctors: Giffords healing, 
but not out of the woods

HOUSTON In the days and weeks to come, 
U.S. Rep. Gabrielle Giffords’ recovery from 
a gunshot wound to the head will be a mara- 
thon, not a sprint, doctors say 

Nearly three weeks after her brain injury, 
there are several acute medical issues to be 
concerned about, according to doctors not 
involved with her care. 

It could take months— or longer— for her 
to get back to where she was before the bul- 
let ripped through her brain. 

One immediate worry is an infection in 
her brain, said Dr. Greg Zorman, chief of 
neurosurgery at Memorial Healthcare Sys- 
tem in southern Florida.

infection can still happen, even this late,” 
Zorman said. 

The other concern is the buildup of fluid 
in the brain. Giffords had hydrocephalus af- 
ter she was shot, a condition where an excess 
of cerebral-spinal fluid puts pressure on the 
brain. 

Surgeons in Arizona implanted a drain 
to get rid of the fluid, and on Monday, Dr. 
Dong Kim, Giffords’ neurosurgeon in Hous- 
ton, removed the drain, saying she no longer 
needed it. 

Zorman said doctors will monitor Gif- 
fords closely to make sure the excess fluid 
doesn’t return. 

Giffords on Wednesday moved from the 
intensive care unit to the Institute for Reha- 
bilitation and Research (TIRR) at Memorial 
Hermann in Houston, where she’ll undergo

Taco Bell has a beef 
with meat lawsuit 


The beef about Taco Bell beef is heating up. The fast- 
food chain lashed out at a law firm that alleges Taco 
Bell doesn’t use much beef in its ground beef taco fill- 
ing. 

“The lawsuit is bogus and filled with completely 
inaccurate facts,” says a statement attributed to Greg 
Creed, president and chief concept officer of Taco 
Bell Corp. He said the beef is “just like the quality 
beef you would buy in a supermarket and prepare in 
your home.” 

Last week an Alabama law firm sued Taco Bell for 
using the word “beef,” meaning the flesh of cattle, 
when referring to its taco filling. 

A test on Taco Bell’s “seasoned beef” showed only 
35 percent of the mix was solid, said class-action law- 
yer W. Daniel “Dee” Miles III of the Montgomery 
Ala., law firm Beasley Allen, which instigated the suit. 

Overall, just 15 percent of the taco filling was iden- 
tified as protein. Considering that the many other 
additives likely contributed protein, the actual meat 
content of the mix was surely even less than 15 per- 
cent, Miles surmised. 


WHAT’S IN IT? 

Taco Bell released the contents of its seasoned 
beef as 88 percent beef, 3 percent to 5 percent wa- 
ter for moisture, 3 percent to 5 percent spices and 
3 to 5 percent oats, starch, sugar, yeast, citric acid 
and other ingredients “that contribute to the qual- 
ity of our product.” 


Not so. Taco Bell says. 

“Our seasoned beef recipe contains 88 percent 
quality USDA-inspected beef and 12 percent season- 
ings, spices, water and other ingredients that provide 
taste, texture and moisture. The lawyers got their 
facts wrong,” Creed said in the statement. 

Taco Bell says it uses no “extenders” to add volume 
to the mixture. 

“We take this attack on our quality very seriously 
and plan to take legal action against them for making 
false statements about our products. There is no basis 
in fact or reality for this suit, and we will vigorously 
defend the quality of our products from frivolous and 
misleading claims such as this.”

You may not have the agility of Patrick Kane 
or the speed of Brian Campbell, but you can 
still train like the Blackhawks. 

If you know their secrets, that is. That’s 
where someone like Mark Bayers comes in. 

Bayers runs full strength performance 
training at Puckmasters in Glenview, which 
specializes in working with hockey players. 
With the proper exercise, even beginners 
can get themselves in shape for the rigors of 
hockey, he said. 

And where should they start? Bayers said 
amateurs should dedicate a lot their time to 
core muscles. 

“That’s your foundation of your strength,” 
said Bayers, who has played hockey for 
30 years and has been training players since 
1992. “You need to be able to understand how 
to use it and strengthen it and build from the 
inside. There are 36 muscles you are concen- 
trating on in the midsection. When you have 
that ability to utilize those muscles, there’s 
where pure strength and power comes from.” 

Don’t bulk up too much, though. Bay- 
ers said a common misconception is hockey 
players should be as big as possible. Instead, 
something as simple as a physio ball instead 
of heavy barbells can get the job done, he said. 

“The biggest problem I see is people focus- 
ing on building muscle and not training the 
whole system,” Bayers said. “You are training 
movement, not muscles.” 

Hockey today focuses on speed and athleti- 
cism, and with that has come an emphasis on 
fitness. For a game which is so demanding a 
player can only last a few minutes on ice at a 
time, the sport is very taxing on the body In 
fact, Bayers said hockey is among the most 
physically draining of sports, alongside soccer 
and cycling. 

Blackhawks defenseman Jordan Hendry 
would believe that. 

‘At the start of the year you are always sore,” 
said Hendry 26. “Y)ur legs, groin, shoulders 
and arms are always sore. You aren’t used to 
getting hit after the summer and you are out 
there battling. As the year goes on, it’s your 
legs.” 

Blackhawks players don’t do much work- 
ing out during the season because of the toll 


hockey takes on their body Hendry said he 
takes three weeks to a month off when the 
season is over before resuming his training. In 
the first few weeks of working out, he mostly 
lifts weights to regain muscle he lost through- 
out the regular season. Then, when August 
rolls around, he starts working on agility en- 
durance and conditioning in the gym Monday 
through Friday On Saturday he’ll swim or ride 
a bike. 


Hendry is a believer in circuit training, fo- 
cusing on the whole body 

“It’s not so much heavy lifting as you go 
through five exercises and you take a rest and 
then do it again,” Hendry said. “Throughout 
the summer I do mostly full-body workouts — 
one day it could be legs, another upper body 
One day it’ll be plyometrics.” 

The increase in fitness training has reached 
the amateur levels too. 


Micah Sussman, 23, of Logan Square, plays 
hockey at Johnny’s Ice House and McFetridge 
Sports Center. He started playing a year and 
a half ago and was blindsided by its physical 
demands. 

“Even when I was learning to skate, I was 
always exhausted because skating uses mus- 
cles that no other sport uses, and they are 
very weak, so I was constantly fatigued,” Suss- 
man said of the ankle and lower leg muscles

used while skating. “I realized quickly that I 
needed to get in shape.” 

Sussman heads to the gym to lift for the up- 
per and lower body three days a week, on top 
of playing hockey two or three times a week. 

“No one understands the rigors of hockey 
better than hockey players,” he said, singling 
out the lower back and legs among the sorest 
areas. “%u wonder why they take 45-second 


shifts, it’s because you play at 100 percent and 
you exhaust yourself” 

Blackhawks goalie Marty Tlirco doesn’t 
have to worry about skating up and down 
the ice, but he needs to be flexible and have 
strong legs and a strong lower back as he de- 
fends the net. He has managed to stay healthy 
throughout most of his lo-year career, even 
starting a Dallas Stars record 24 consecutive 


games last season. 

“In the last five years and every year almost 
exponentially more, proper balance training 
and movements that allow the body to func- 
tion smoothly allows me to move better,” 
saidTurco, 35. “Training to get my body more 
flexible in general so I can move better and 
have less chance of wear and tear, pulls and 
tugs.” 


The hockey season is such a grind that 
Turco relishes his days off in the summer to 
recover. 

“We overdo it as it is just by the nature of 
our business, so I’ll take off time from the ice 
in the summer,” Turco said. “Once I start get- 
ting scared, then I realize I have to start see- 
ing that puck again.”

We test Lincoln Park’s By-isaAmett 

n6 W SO"C3 1 l6d Here’s one for your vocabulary 

^Urbdn t3C|U0ri3S’ taquerla. That’s what 

two new Lincoln Park eateries 
are called, and it’s not because the owners are afraid you’ll confuse 
them with ... suburban taquerias. Rather, it’s their attempt to blend 
Mexican street fare with a dose of city coolness. 


With Barrio Urban Taqueria (714 W Diversey Parkway 773-360-8314), which 
opened Monday owner Dorian Menchaca was inspired by his love of Guada- 
lajara taco vendors, mixed with “a Chicago urban feel where it’s a little more 
modern, a little trendy” A short cab ride away down Halsted Street, Taco Joint 
Urban Taqueria and Cantina (1969 N. Halsted St. 3 12- 951-2457), a street fare- 
focused sibling to River North’s Zocalo, opened Tuesday “I wanted to keep it 
casual, almost to the point of less is more, but still bring that level of sophis- 
tication,” co-owner Edgar Castaneda said. We stopped into both spots for an 
early look at how the tacos and house margaritas are stacking up. 


THE TACOS 


Barrio: Mix-and-match taco quartets 
($8.99) arrive with a trio of tomato, toma- 
tillo and avocado salsas. We tried the rich, 
juicy pork carnitas and the tender but not 
especially flavorful lengua (braised beef 
tongue), but the mango-topped tilapia 
(and its Half Acre Daisy Cutter-spiked beer 
batter) took the lead as our favorite. 


Taco Joint: A la carte tacos ($2-$3 each) were so full of 
wet fillings that the tortillas self-destructed at first bite. 
Flavor-wise, we liked the duck carnitas taco made with 
ancho chili salsa-topped shreds of duck confit and the 
sinus-clearingly spicy cochinita, Yucatan-style pulled pork 
with a heap of pickled red onions. We weren’t fans of the 
al pastor, made with chalky tasting chicken instead of the 
traditional pork, though Castaneda said they’re still work- 
ing on that preparation.

The scene: This Noble Square 
butcher shop’s spare look and smoked- 
meat scent put the focus (rightly so) on 
former Mado chef Rob Levitt’s cut-to-or- 
der meats from local farms. 

The food: Look to the countertop 
chalkboard for daily soup and sand- 
wich options (one hot, one cold). This 
isn’t Grahamwich; sammies are simple 
and rustic, not piled high with gourmet 
embellishments. We loved the tasty, 
not overly saucy sloppy joe made with 
ground beef from Elkhorn, Wis.-based 
Dietzler Farms. Though the cold option 
by nature couldn’t comfort as much as 
that sloppy joe, thick slices of porchetta 
(pork belly and loin roasted with garlic 
and rosemary) match nicely with tangy 
pickled fennel. The $10 price includes a 
drink (try the Sprecher’s root beer) and 
a bag of Jay’s potato chips. Grab your or- 
der to-go or take a stand at the counter. 

Tip: Sandwiches are served till 7 p.m. 
Monday and Wednesday through 
Saturday, but when they’re gone for the 
day, they’re gone. At 6 p.m. on a recent 
weeknight, we snagged the last porchet- 
ta sandwich. 

Bottom line: Foodies north of North 
Avenue may not stray from Sterling 
Goss as their go-to indie butcher, but 
the Butcher & Larder is worth a stop for 
simple sandwiches. -LISA ARNETT 


THE ’RITAS 


Barrio: The house lime margarita 
($7) was well-balanced, but small and 
over-iced. Other signature ’ritas in- 
clude blood orange and prickly pear 
flavors ($7) 
or the Rehab 
($9) with 
St. Germain 
elderflower 
liqueur and 
tamarind 
syrup. 




Taco Joint: The pint 
glass-sized Zocalo mar- 
garita ($7) was plenty 
big, but a bit pucker- 
inducing. There’s also 
a grapefruit margarita 
($9) and the Black and 
Green ($8), a beergarita 
mixing the house ’rita 
with Negra Modelo. 

We took the kiddie-size 
water glasses as a hint 
that boozing is strongly 
encouraged. 


THE BOTTOM LINE 

Though you can get your fill of tacos 
plus a cocktail for around $20 at both 
taquerias. Barrio leans fancier and 
would make a fun date spot, while 
the more street fare-focused Taco 
Joint (which will also open a late- 
night taco window when the weather 
warms) feels grittier and more laid- 
back. We weren’t wowed by the stan- 
dard ‘rita at either, but we’d go back 
to try the other intriguing signature 
sips. Though neither visit was gripe- 
free (Lay off that ice. Barrio, and Taco 
Joint, what about doubling up on 
tortillas?), with some tweaks during 
the opening weeks, they both have 
plenty of potential.

Dough nuts! 


With no shortage of elaborate, unusual op 
dons in Chicago’s pizza world, month-old 
Little Italy pizzeria Dough 
Boys (626 S. Racine Ave. 

312-243-9799) is refresh- 
ingly straightforward. 

Tbu’U find four tables with 
red-and-white checkered 
tablecloths, friendly service, 
a no-reservations policy and 
pizza by the slice displayed 
in a case next to the register. 

The only decision to make is 
what you want on your thin or stuffed pizza, 
which executive chef/Francesca’s Restaurant 
Group pizza extraordinaire Leo Spizzirri 
fires up in an oven from the ’60s that can 
cook up to 65 pies at once. 

Like adjacent Italian spot Salatino’s, 
Dough Boys is owned by Scott Harris of 
Mia Francesca (along with Jimmy Bannos of 
Heaven on Seven and the Purple Pig), which 
cooks up a pretty good pie of its own. So we 
went in with hearty expectations. 


What we ordered: 12-inch thin-crust pizza 
($9.95; $2 per topping) with roasted red pep- 
pers, broccoii, basii (free), fresh gariic (free), 

fresh mozzareiia and haif pepperoni; 
10-inch stuffed pizza ($13.95; $2 per 
topping) with spinach, mushrooms, 
basii, fresh gariic and haif meatbaiis 

The crust: Both kinds of crust 
are buttery and crisp but not too 
crackery; in fact, the stuffed pizza 
achieves the impressive feat of offer- 
ing both crust that couid be broken 
and crunched and some underiying, 
soft doughiness that couid be torn. 
Spizzirri uses iard rather than oiive oii in the 
dough to deiiver a pizza he says is Chicago- 
styie with underiying itaiian pizza-making 
principies. 

The sauce: The thin crust’s sauce was a iittie 
thin but deiicious, composed oniy of ground 
tomatoes with a sprinkiing of oregano and 
parmesan cheese. On the stuffed, the other- 
wise niceiy chunky sauce (and every bite of 
the pizza) was overwheimed by oppressiveiy 
heavy oregano.

The toppings: Ground-beef meatbaiis, a great 
option, are executed beautifuiiy. Sadiy the pep- 
peroni was so passive we regretted ordering 
it. The spectacuiar fresh mozzareiia and fresh 
broccoii provided more than enough fiavor on 
the thin-crust pie. 

Reheated the next day: So i id. One caveat 
when you toss it in the toaster oven (a bet- 
ter bet than the microwave): The cheese on 
the dense stuffed pizza takes a iong time to 
re-meit, and you may burn the crust in the pro- 
cess. We did. 

FYI: For $29.95 you can order the 3-foot- 


iong Pizza ai Metro, which Dough Boys says 
serves eight to 10. Dough Boys isn’t BYOB, 
but you can bring in drinks from the bar at 
Saiatino’s, or just eat your pizza at the bar. Later 
this year (tentativeiy Aug. 7) Spizzirri wiii ex- 
ecute a miie-iong (5,280 feet) pizza, stretching 
from Haisted to Ashiand on Tayior Street, in 
an attempt to break a Guinness Book of Worid 
Records titie heid by Poiand’s 3,030-foot pizza. 

Bottom line: With a few minor adjustments, 
the invitingiy casuai Dough Boys couid go from 
good to great. Not that you shouid wait to try it 
untii that happens.

Local rappers prone to lyrical 
laziness and producers with 
a wavering work ethic might 
want to take cover Feb. 5. 

That’s when Erick Ser- 
mon, super-producer and half 
of ’90s-era rap duo EPMD, 
will serve as a panelist at a 
day-long initiative aimed at 
offering tips and encourage- 
ment to those looking to 
succeed in the rap industry 

Besides sitting on a panel with producer and DJ 
Terry Hunter, Sermon will perform at an after-party 
as part of the overall Hip-Hop 360 Producers Semi- 
nar event organized byTeefa from Power 92 (92.3 
FM), rapper Tvvone Gabz and promoter John Blaze. 

The event is a much-needed attempt to add more 
infrastructure to the Chicago music scene, according 
to Teefa and Sermon, who added that he also wants 
to inspire local artists to challenge the formulaic, 
materialistic subject matter that dominates main- 
stream rap. 

“Everything isn’t about money and stripping,” Ser- 
mon told RedEye during a recent phone interview 
“How many ways can you describe getting Cham- 
pagne and popping bottles in 2011?” 

Sermon— who is propping a new solo album. 


“ESP,” or “Erick 
Sermon’s Perspec- 
tive”— says he knows 
he sounds angry when 
he talks about his art 
form, but is frustrated 
at the lack of quality 
he sees among some 
young rappers. 

“Where are those 
Tarty Like a Rock- 
star’ dudes right now,” 

Sermon asked, referencing the Shop Boyz. “I tell 
my artists out of Atlanta, for example, take a look at 
these people who come out of Atlanta. Thousands of 
songs on the Internet and on the radio, yet the only 
names you can think of offhand are TL, Outkast, 
Ludacris and [Young} Jeezy” 

Sermon plans to raise that point and target 
Chicago’s notorious and unique “haterville” moniker 
when he touches down in the Windy City 

“You all need to work together like artists in At- 
lanta and New York do,” Sermon said of the brewing 
rivalries and lack of local radio airplay for artists. “We 
all have to work together for hip-hop to continue to 
reign.”

Film took its cues 
from real exorcist

The Kev. Gary Thomas served as an adviser on the set of “The 
Rite,” drawing on his personal experience as an exorcist for the 
consulting job. 

“I believe in the personification of evil,” said the 53-year-old Ro- 
man Catholic priest from Sacred Heart parish in Saratoga, Calif 
Thomas is one of about 14 Vatican-certified exorcists working 
in the U.S. and the real-life counterpart to the character played by 
Colin O’Donoghue in the thriller opening Friday that also stars 
Anthony Hopkins. In the past four years, Thomas has seen about 
100 people who felt that they were possessed by the devil. 

“I have exorcised five,” he said. “There are probably another two 
or three or four who I have been praying over regularly” 

Thomas says that 80 percent of the people who come to him 
have been physically or sexually abused. Every time he’s called 
about a person who might be possessed, he asks what kind of help 
the individual already has received. If he agrees to a meeting, he sits 
with the person for an interview about how the “demonic attach- 
ment” began and asks questions about family history 
‘A lot of times it is mental health {issues},” he said. 

If Thomas determines the person has a demonic attachment, he 
has a number of methods to free him or her before resorting to an 


exorcism. 


“You never try that first,” Thomas said. “You use other means of 
protection— sacraments, prayer, the Eucharist. What you want the 
person to do is say {the demon is] not welcome, it is not wanted, so 
go away The person cooperates by staying close to God through 
prayer, through the sacraments.” 

The best way to agitate a demon, Thomas says, is to pray over the 
subject; the person’s face, he explains, will begin to distort as the 
demon manifests itself, something that the filmmakers utilized for 
a sequence in “The Rite,” which is based on the book written about 
Thomas called “The Rite: The Making of a Modern Exorcist.” 

“There is a point when Anthony Hopkins, you see his head look 
very unnatural in the way it is turning,” Thomas said. “That’s very 
normal. When you pray you hurt the demon, and the demon often- 
times will manifest itself in a very serpentine way” 


HOPKINS PLAYS EVIL ON SCREEN 
BUT CAN*T SAY WHETHER IT EXISTS

If one believes in Evil— yes, with a capital E — then 
the charmer whom Anthony Hopkins has played 
three times now, a Chianti-swilling, sweetbreads-sa- 
voring psychopath by the name of Hannibal Lecter, 
could be Evil’s poster boy. 

But Hopkins, who has channeled mad menace in 
films both good (“The Silence of the Lambs”) and 
bad (“The Wolfman”), is not so sure that Evil of the 
biblical kind exists. 

This weighty question came up in reference to 
“The Rite,” a somewhat brainy thriller in which 
Hopkins portrays an exorcist. In his rectory in 
Rome, Hopkins’ Father Lucas, an unorthodox Je- 
suit, goes nuclear on the Devil and his satanic un- 
derlings, grabbing hold of the possessed, spewing in- 
cantations, daring the demons to reveal themselves. 
The film opens Friday 

There was a real exorcist, a priest, on hand to of- 
fer counsel during the production, the 73-year-old 
Hopkins says. 

“The Rite” centers on the relationship be- 
tween his character and a young deacon (Colin 
O’Donoghue) who isn’t sure, after all, that there is 
a God, or a Devil. Couldn’t these troubled souls be 
suffering from dementia, or schizophrenia? 

“I’m not sure what I believe,” Hopkins said. 

He used to be an atheist, he said. Now, “I don’t 
know what the hell I believe. I think there’s some- 
thing at the back of everything. ... And I think the 
film presents an interesting debate, and I respect 
people’s beliefs, whether they’re atheists or believ- 
ers. ... 

“The only certainty is death,” Hopkins said. “My 
only philosophy is that if this is it, if this is the only 
life there is, I may as well enjoy it. And if it’s not— 
maybe there’s something beyond this, and this is all 
a dream— then I may as well enjoy it as well. It’s a 
double-win situation.” 

“The Rite,” directed by Mikael Hefstrom, is not 
your standard-issue head-spinning, projectile -vom- 
iting “Exorcist” affair, although it does inhabit dark.

creepy cinematic space. Hopkins, in fact, was wary 
of the project at first (“I didn’t want to play another 
spooky part”), but met with the Swedish director 
(“1408,” “Derailed”) and liked his thinking. 

“He wanted to stand back a little and not make it 
a gory, weird movie,” Hopkins said, “but just make it 
very real, and I said, ‘That suits me fine.’ ” 

Hopkins, who lives near L.A. with his wife, the 
Colombian-born actress Stella Arroyave, paints 
and composes when he’s not working. But he’s been 
working a lot lately He had a central role in Woody 
Allen’s “You Will Meet a Tall Dark Stranger,” shot in 
London, then went to Rome and Budapest for “The 
Rite,” then back to L.A. where he suited up (in 30 
pounds of Old Norse armor) to play Odin, “god of all 
things,” in the adaptation of Marvel Comics’ “Thor.” 
It opens May 6. 

“When I was a kid, in the postwar years, I used 
to read Captain Marvel, which was sent to me by an 
ex-GI, an American soldier,” Hopkins said. ‘And I 
used to read Superman— I knew all that stuff— and 
I guess Thor is the same genre, is it? But I haven’t 
kept up with comics. I know it’s a whole cult, all over 
the world, Asia and Japan, so I’m thrilled to be in it.”

Retooling ‘Mechanic’ 
for Jason Statham 


Newsday 

After 17 years, director Simon West and star 
Jason Statham are bringing “The Mechanic,” 
a pivotal 1972 Charles Bronson hit-man epic, 
back to the big screen Friday 

The big question for audiences is: How 
will action idol Statham fare in the Bronson 
role of a contract killer? Bronson, a box-office 
magnet in the ’70s, died in 2003; Statham, 
whose career has included the “Transporter” 
films, “The Expendables” and “Lock, Stock 
and Two Smoking Barrels,” seems a likely 
heir apparent to the Bronson mantle of tight- 
lipped, hair-trigger movie machismo. 

“I think Jason is the new Bronson,” West 
said, “and will go on to world domination be- 
cause there are so few guys who can do this 
kind of thing legitimately or are willing to do 
it. As soon as someone becomes big in action, 
they want to do romantic comedy or some, 
a worthy piece of drama. So I think Jason is 
probably going to dominate that world. And 
the older he gets, the better he gets.” 

Like Bronson, Statham plays Arthur 
Bishop, a contract killer with very particular 
tastes — Schubert on vinyl, a vintage Jaguar 
XKE in his garage— and no particular inter- 
est in whom he kills or why Until he has to 
kill his only friend, Harry McKenna (Donald 


Sutherland). Confronted by Harry’s estranged 
son, Steve (Ben Foster), Arthur, prompted by 
guilt, takes on the younger man as an appren- 
tice angel of death, setting the stage for a riot 
of action, and a denouement with classical 
echoes. 

“Drama stays the same,” Statham said. 
“People don’t change, even if the technology 
does.” 

Statham said the remake puts greater em- 
phasis on the characters and less on who is 
orchestrating the various killings. 

“It’s more about the son and his desire for 
revenge,” he said, “and about my guilt, and 
me setting this kid up in a position to exact 
revenge. Will he find out it’s me? Do I want 
him to know? Do I know that he knows? It’s 
pretty cool.” 

So is Statham, at least regarding the Bron- 
son legacy 

“It’s always going to be compared to the 
original,” he said of the remake. “Tbu can’t fill 
the Charles Bronson boots, so I wasn’t going 
to try to do something that was unachievable. 
The movie’s definitely been changed for to- 
day’s audiences and there’s a lot of different 
feel to it. At the same time, when I signed on 
to do the movie it was from the original, word 
for word.”

Calling it dumb fun is half right 



Shhh! Arthur Bishop (Jason Statham) 
is a super-secret assassin, as if this guy 
could ever claim to have a job that 
didn’t require him to bust skulls. After 
taking Steve (Ben Foster), the son of 
Arthur’s longtime colleague and latest 
target, under his wing without really 
considering his options or possible re- 
percussions, the guys deal with a lot of 
gunfire and suspicions of betrayal amid 
missions that never go as smoothly as 
planned. 

The verdict: The first “Mechanic” 
had an unhurried European sensibility, 
like “The American” but without any 
detail of what it’s like to be a killer. The 
new, no-reason-to-exist “Mechanic” 
mostly delivers savagely nasty violence 
with the moral excuse that Arthur and 
Steve’s victims are worse people than 
the twosome and deserve this sort of 
ruthlessness. (Take that, you perverted, 
drug- addicted cult leader!) The open- 
ing scene effectively establishes a sense 
of the hand-to-hand dirty work that’s 
required when you have to off someone 
quickly and quietly The rest of the 


movie resorts to routine explosions 
and bullets drilled into the bodies of 
generic villains. And there’s still no 
reason to care: Foster’s a compelling 
live wire but his permanent toughness 


flattens his character. Arthur, a brutish 
blank slate as is, doesn’t think twice 
about flip-flopping from “You should 
never kill with a motive” to, essentially, 
“Suck on this lethal revenge, punks.”

Find your inner Lost Girl 


Traveling trio urges 
other young women 
to explore the world

Tired of running the rat race in New York 
City, Amanda Pressner and two of her friends 
quit their jobs and embarked on a yearlong, 
6o,ooo-mile trip around the world. 

Their book, “The Lost Girls : Three Friends, 
Four Continents, One Unconventional De- 
tour Around the World,” and an ABC pilot 
based on their adventures might sound a little 
bit like “Eat Pray Love” meets “Sex and the 
City 2,” but the trio had more than indulgent 
self-discovery in mind. Their blog, lostgirls 
world.com, is an online community meant to 
empower 20 -something women desiring to 
travel. 

Pressner, who will speak this weekend at 
the Chicago Travel Adventure Show, talked 
to RedEye about the book, the pilot and how 
other people can get lost like she did.

Why did you decide to take a year off your 
job to travel? 

Jennifer [Baggett], Holly [Corbett] and I 
had reached a crossroads in our lives. I was a 
magazine writer, and I was going crazy work- 
ing 14 hours a day. Jen was struggling with 
relationships. All three of us felt like the best 
thing to do was take a step back and travel 
extensively. Myself, I was tired of just focus- 
ing on achieving and trying to get a bigger 
and better name on my business card. I was 
like, “What am I striving for?” I didn’t want 
to miss out on my 20s and miss having this 
kind of adventure. 


How difficult was it to leave your Jobs? 

It was very scary to think about jumping off 
the career path. ... But I didn’t want to defer 
to that fear. Jen and Holly had similar feelings 
and luckily we had the support of each other. 

Where did you go and what did you do? 

We hopscotched around and did South 
America and visited Brazil and Peru and 
Bolivia. We went to Kenya, spent a month 
volunteering and exploring there, and even 
watched teens there perform a play that we’d 
written. We explored India, spent a week in 
Dubai and went all over Southeast Asia, like 
Vietnam and Thailand. In Australia, I learned 
to surf, went on scuba trips, learned to sail 
and explored islands. 

How could other 20-somethings pull this 
kind of trip off? Do you have to be rich? 

No, we spent about $18,000 each [for] our 
entire year of traveling and we didn’t do 
anything very glamorous. We flew to four 
continents and we didn’t stay in sketchy 
places, but we only spent about $30 a day It 


was low to the ground, but not uncomfort- 
able. You can do a trip like ours for less. A 
friend of mine left with $3,000 and did it for 
seven months. 

Is there an ideal time for 20-somethings to 
travel? 

One is right after you graduate from school 
when you can give yourself three or six 
months to a year to go before you look for 
jobs. Employers won’t mind if you’re 23 
instead of 22. Another time is after you’ve 
established yourself, after maybe four or five 
years in your career when it seems like there 
might be a natural break. Also, if you’re going 
into something like law school, you might 
want to find out if they will let you defer and 
come back.
